And there are such immediate complexities 
as development of a common agricultural 
v, and working out the terms for the 
admission of Britain and other non-members. 

In short, the EEC is not launching a blitz. 
With broad authority, the Administration 
should be able to make necessary adjustments 
in American trade policy. American pro- 
ducers will have to make their own adjust- 
ments to remain competitive. After all, in 
stimulating production, Europe also Is stimu- 
lating demand. Those who put off old blinders 
will see in this a chance to share in a spread- 

ing prosperity. 
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Fluoridation for the County 

The Missouri Supreme Court’s decision up- 
holding St. Louis county’s fluoridation ordi- 
nance is welcome news. We trust fluoridation 
of the county water supply can now proceed 
without further delay. 

Circuit Judge Douglas L. C: Jones's adverse 
ruling of last year, which the highest state 
court reverses, was based on so strained a 
point of constitutional law that it must surely 
have been the last possible objection the few 
obstructionists could conjure up. A majority 
vote in every one of 98 county municipalities 
was held to be necessary before the County 
Council could act. This constitutional objec- 
tion is now dismissed by the high court. 

Similar rulings have been handed down by 
the supreme courts of six states before Mis- 
souri—California, Louisiana, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Washington and Wisconsin. Four appeals to 
the United States Supreme Court have been 
rejected on the ground that no real federal 
or constitutional question was inyolved. 

For all practical purposes, therefore, it 
would appear that the Missouri Supreme 
Court’s decision should be accepted as final. 
For six years now the extension to St. Louis 
county children of a public health benefit 
which St. Louis children have been enjoying 
throughout that time has been postponed. 
Let us hope that rear-guard action against 
progress is now ended. 

In its decision the state Supreme Court re- 
ferred to fluoridation ‘as a ‘‘reasonably ex- 
pectable and valuable benefit.” It is a bene- 
fit the scientific validity of which has been 
attested by medical and dental authorities, 
and the legal validity of which has been con- 
sistently affirmed by the highest courts. In 
the green light of the court’s decision prompt 
action should be expected of the St. Louis 
County Water Co. to begin fluoridating as 
quickly as the necessary equipment can be 
put into operation. 


Rising Defense Budgets 

When he spoke at the United Nations, 
President Kennedy challenged the Soviet 
Union to a “peace race.” The first step to- 
ward such a competition would seem to be 
bringing the arms race under control. Yet 
both Moscow and Washington are now talking 
about increasing their military budgets once 
again in the next fiscal year. 

Premier Khrushchev’s finance minister has 
announced a record-breaking budget which in- 
cludes an increase in military spending of al- 
most 50 per cent over what had been planned 
several months ago. Several weeks ago Secre- 
tary of Defense McNamara and his comptrol- 
ler, Charles J. Hitch, said that our military 
budget would have to be larger. The amount 
is not firm but the Pentagon has indicated 
that it would reach at least $50,000,000,000. 
That would top this year’s budget by about 
$3,500,000,000 and Mr. Eisenhower's last esti- 
mate by more than seven billions. 

Defense demands admittedly are exacting. 
How. could we build up sufficient conven- 
tional strength to fight in Berlin if we had to 
dao so? Could there be any safe reliance on 
nuclear-tipped tactical weapons? Do we need 
greater strength in nuclear weapons of mas- 

ive retaliation? What funds should be de- 
voted to pushing development of the Nike 
Zeus antimissile missile, a purely defensive 
weapon? Are two more divisions of regular 


troops necessary and, if they are, do our 
Reserve and National Guard merit the funds 
they now receive? 

The questions that arise are many and dif- 
ficult. But the American people are entitled 
to know in much detail why a bigger defense 
budget is necessary. They will want to know 
that all possible waste has been eliminated. 
They will want to be sure that, for every 
spending increase needed to improve the 
quality of our defenses a serious effort has 
been made to cut out the dead wood of obso- 
lete weapons and wasteful practices. What- 
ever happened, for example, to Senator Sym- 
ington’s plan to save ‘billions’ by military 
reorganization? 


Jerusalem Verdict 


Adolf Eichmann has been found guilty of 
war crimes, crimes against the Jews and 
crimes against humanity, and his guilt on all 
three counts is beyond doubt. For four 
months and through more than a million 
words of testimony, the State of Israel con- 
clusively proved Eichmann’s leading role in 
the Nazi enormities. 

Why, then, should the case have caused 
at least some uneasiness in the Western 
world, and even to a degree in Israel? Per- 
haps the answer is that the trial did not fully 
succeed in doing what Israel wanted it to do. 

The purpose of this trial was to remind the 
world of the genocide against the Jews but, 
beyond that, to remind the world of ‘“‘the dan- 
ger of authoritarian society.” Prime Minis- 
ter David Ben-Gurion of Israel, who used 
those words, added that “‘the trial is the im- 
portant thing, not the penalty.” Thus he rec- 
ognized that Israel had to stand above mere 
tribal justice, and to encourage respect for 
law and humanity in the world. 

Numerous questions of international law 
arose from the Eichmann case. It dealt with 
crimes not defined by Israeli law until after 
they were committed, and which were com- 
mitted in other states than Israel. The court 
in Jerusalem made elaborate answers. And 
though international law itself is not always 
clear, there is no doubt that Eichmann’s 
crimes were crimes against humanity, recog- 
nized as such by peoples everywhere. A mur- 
derer should not escape because he com- 
mitted genocide. 

The most questionable aspect of the Eich- 
mann trial is not Israel’s doubtful jurisdiction 
under international law; it is, rather, that 
the trial itself did not serve to support and 
extend international law. Mr. Ben-Gurion 
adamantly refused to offer the case to any 
international tribunal; he insisted that Israel 
should try Eichmann. This meant that Israel 
was victim and prosecutor on one hand, and 
judge on the other. A state which combines 
those roles is not in the best position to lec- 
ture the world on “the danger of authoritar- 
lan society.” 

Had Eichmann been tried by an interna- 
tional court, the verdict probably would not 
have been different. Yet that decision would 
have been made by an independent judiciary, 
speaking for the conscience of all humanity, 
confirming the crime of genocide and estab- 
lishing a legal precedent as a deterrent for 
the world against such crimes. 

History speaks for the Jews; it allows no 
sympathy for Eichmann. But history espe- 
cially demands that mankind protect itself 
through the extension of international law. 


Not So Wishful, Either 

Soviet Ambassador Menshikov chose an un- 
suitable moment to advise Americans that 
any speculation about a rift between Moscow 
and Peiping is “wishful thinking.” At the 
time he was making this bland remark in his 
National Press Club speech, the final rupture 
of diplomatic relations between Albania and 
the Soviet Union was being confirmed. That 
is not wishful thinking, it is ‘act; and if the 
dispute between Albania and Moscow does 
not involve a dispute between Moscow and 
Peiping, it is scarcely understandable. 

Would Albania be able to stand up against 
Khrushchev in an ideological dispute without 
backing from Red China? We do not believe 
so. The fact that Albania has stood up, even 
to the point of facing diplomatic and eco- 
nomic sanctions at the hands of Khrushchev, 
can only mean that both Moscow and Peiping 
are using the Albanians as a vehicle for their 
own, much more significant, controversy. 

The two giants of Communist ideology 
cannot afford to admit publicly that they are 
deeply divided on policy toward the non-Com- 
munist world; that is why such statements 
as Ambassador Menshikov’s continue to be 
necessary. But the existence of the division 
is too obvious to be concealed by verbal de- 
nials. And the extreme. measures to which 
Khrushchev is resorting suggests what great 
importance he places upon the need to as- 
sert his leadership of Communist ideology. 

Albania can be kicked around with impu- 
nity, whereas direct attack upon Red China 
might be more difficult. Khrushchev is evi- 
dently trying to prove, both to other satel- 
lites and to his party opponents at home, 
that the withdrawal of Russian favor from a 
client state is catastrophic, and hence client 
states must expect to accept guidance from 
the Kremlin and nobody else. The next move 
is Peiping’s. 


Testing Champ’s Legality 

County Counselor Gallagher and Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Anderson are responsible for 
carrying out the grand jury’s recommenda- 
tion for court action to determine if the Vil- 
lage of Champ is a legally established mu- 
nicipality. If it isn’t, efforts to dissolve it 
and to bring the territory under the county's 
control ought to be begun forthwith. 

Continued municipal status is »ssential to 
creation of the virtually tax-free industrial 
park being promoted by Champ’s principal 
officials and land owners, Norman Champ 
and Bill Bangert. Municipal business in 
Champ largely involves the Messrs. Champ 
and Bangert, in their capacity as village trus- 
tees, negotiating with themselves for the pub- 
lic purchase of their private realty holdings. 
Once these private lands become public prop- 
erty they and any improvements thereon be- 
come free of local, county and state real es- 
tate taxes. This is the gimmick the promoters 
are counting upon to help move their prop- 
erty quickly and profitably. 

St. Louis county needs all the industry it 
can get, but not the kind that would locate 
in Champ and fail to carry its proper share 
of the tax load. If the Messrs. Champ and 
Bangert want to create an industrial park 
that will pay the same taxes as everybody 
else, that would be a different matter.

A choice to what? To some inner 
dominion of mystical retreat?

Such 
a path would transform the Republican 
party into a fringe party and would 
insure permanent minority status or 
total eclipse for Republicanism. 

I believe instead that the Republican 
party must keep itself within the broad 
spectrum of modern American life. It 
must bettet meet the growing needs 
of the urban and suburban dwellers. 
All the analyses of this year’s election 
results and last year’s cannot avoid 
the point that the Republican :party 
cannot win a national election unless 
it broadens its appeal to voters in the 
cities and the suburbs.

Tough Choice 


This does not mean that progressive 
Republicanism must ‘‘out-promise”’ the 
Democrats. Nor does it mean a form 
of ‘‘me-tooism” if Republican party 
programs are based upon concepts 
truly belonging to it—equal opportunity 
without regard to race, creed, color or 
national origin through law; and de- 
votion to and heavy reliance upon a 
private economic system to realize our 
national destiny. 

As the party of Abraham Lincoln, 
Republicanism must live up to its tra- 
dition by spearheading the fight for 
civil rights. The conservative approach 
is against federal legislation, against 
the curtailing of the filibuster in the 
senate. Indeed, my colleague, Senator 
Goldwater, recently suggested that the 
Republicans should water down the 
civil rights plank adopted at the 1960 
national convention in a;,bid for sup- 
port among Southern segregationists. 
| believe this would be devastating to 
the Republican party’s hopes — and 
doubly costly since the Democratic 
party cannot, because of its apparent 
need to appease its Southern wing, 
fulfill its promises on civil rights. 

The conservative approach is almost 
always in negative terms, William F. 


Buckley, the so-called ‘“‘intellectual 
leader’ of conservatives, defined the 
objectives of his philosophy as anti- 
Communism abroad and anti-statism 
at home. Newsweek Magazine said, 
‘‘He acknowledged it is a failing of 
the right-wing conservatives today that 
they cannot say what they are for— 
only what they are against.’’ 

This is really the heart of the matter. 

Instead of being against all medical 
care for the aged, Republicans should 
be for an alternative to the Democratic 
plan—an alternative which is more 
equitable and more responsible, which 
covers more people, provides needed 
preventive care and does not jeopard- 
ize the private health plans already in 
existence covering almost 120,000,000 
Americans. A group of Senate Repub- 
licans I hope will join me in offering 
such a Republican alternative. 

Instead of being against all public 
housing, Republicans should follow the 
pattern of the Mitchell-Lama program 
in New York state, which is heavily 
based on private enterprise but utilizes 
state credit based on the pooling of 
such enterprises. 

In the coming trade baftle, instead 
of being against extension of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act, we 
should be for a selective program 
which will give assistance to indus- 
tries and workers adversely affected 
by imports, provide for phasing out of 
tariff protection in certain affected in- 
dustries, require greater co-operation 
on trade from our allies, but will give 
us the capability to compete, to expand 
and help trade of underdeveloped na- 
tions we wish to keep free. 

Instead of being against federal aid 
to education, progressive Republicans 
should support a formula of Robert 
Taft for allocating that aid that will 
more effectively improve our nation's 
educational system. 

Thus, there is a road for progressive 
Republicans which is not ‘‘me-tooism,” 
which does offer voters a choice, which 
does meet the modern needs of our 
people and which looks to the future.

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PLOT 10 MURDER 
IKEDA ALLEGED; 
NGATISTS HELD 


TOKYO, Dec. 12 (AP)—Police 
said today they had smashed an 
ultra-rightist plot to assassinate 
Prime Minister Ikeda and other 
leading members of Japan's pro- 
American government. Thirteen 
men were arrested and weapons 
and uniforms seized in raids this 
morning. 

Police said the conspirators 
felt Ikeda’s government was in- 
capable of preventing a Com- 
munist revolution in Japan. The 
conspirators included industrial- 
ists and former military officers. 


Unconfirmed reports circu- 
lated that the plan called for 
attempts on the life of Ikeda and 
16 cabinet members and bomb 
attacks on police headquarters, 
the leftist Sohyo labar union and 
Communist party headquarters. 
Police said the group planned to 
attack soon but would not say 
if a target date had been set. 


General in Group. 

Officials said the 13 prisoners, 
who included a prewar general, 
tried to win over members of 
the nation’s 240,000-man self-de- 
fense force but failed. 

Officials said the plotters hid 
their activities behind a study 
group known as the Society for 
Japanese History, led and fi- 
nanced by Toyosaku Kawanami, 

president of Nichinan and Kawa- 
nami Industrial Co. Three hun- 
dred helmets and 150 gas masks 
were found in his Tokyo home. 

A top leader of the group was 
Tokutaro Sakurai, a former 
lieutenant general in the pre- 
World War II army. Another 
member was Taku Mikami, a 
formet lieutenant in the navy 
who served 13 years in prison 
in connection with the 1932 as- 
sassination of Prime Minister 
Inukai. Mikami is president of 
Eiko Industrial Co. in Tokyo. 

Akira Hatano, chief of the met- 
ropolitan police security section, 
said the police were investigating 
whether the conspirators had any 
connection with other ultra-na- 
tionalist organizations

DAYTON, 0O., Dec. 12. 

WILBUR AND ORVILLE 
WRIGHT would be astonished 
at what goes on around the little 
field near Dayton where they 
once experimented with flying 
machines. 

The pasture where America’s 
aviation pioneers tested planes 
manufactured in their bicycle 
shop is now completely en- 
veloped by 8023-acre Wright-Pat- 
terson Air Force Base. 

Aircraft of every description 
zoom over the nearby Mad 
River at the rate of one every 
two minutes, landing or taking 
off at the huge field. 

The base has a work force of 
25,000. The 3000 Air Force offi- 
cers assigned here nearly equal 
the 3400 enlisted men on the 
field’s roster. 

In the minds of one tenth of 
these officers—the student body 
of one of the world’s most 
unique schools—even the most 
modernistic needle-nosed fighter 
planes and swept-wing bombers 
at the field already are ob- 
solete. 

The school is the little known 
Air Force Institute of Tech- 
nology. Its mission is to incubate 
ideas that may revolutionize the 
Air Force of tomorrow, and to 
train men to conceive, develop, 
master and manage complex, 
weapons systems which may not 
be practical for another decade. 

This is an awesome assign- 
ment. It weighs heavily on every 
student. 

When he first arrived at Day- 
ton, Lt. Col. Bernard Locker, 
one of the school’s administra- 
tors, discovered an unusual re- 
quirement for houses. rented by 
the eager young lieutenants and 
captains sent to the school for 
a two-year course of study. 

“Every home,’’ Locker said, 
‘has to have an isolated room 
where the father can be com- 
pletely cut off from the rest of 
the family. ‘This is where he 
goes to study. This is where he 
spends most of his time at 
home.”’ 

Wives of the students jocularly 
call themselves ‘‘Air Force 
widows,”’ and run their house- 
holds on tiptoe to prevent noisy 
children or other disturbances 
from interfering with a spouse's 
studies.

tives of a general’s lady. Al- 
though the institute, in its pres- 
ent form, is only 15 years old, 
it already boasts more than 
100 Air Force generals among 
its alumni. Every graduate is 
considered qualified to become 
a general and also to com- 
mand billion-dollar projects. 


The objective of the technol- 
ogy institute is to win the battle 
of brainpower. It is spawning a 
new breed of Air Force officers 
who are more at ease with a 
slide rule than a control stick in 
their hands, and are as happy 
working out a tough mathemat- 
ical problem as soaring through 
the stratosphere. 

Maj. Gen. Cecil E. Combs, 49 
years old, the institute’s square- 
jawed commandant, has seen the 
Air Force’s personnel needs 
change as radically as its planes 
during his quarter-century in 
uniform 

Daredevil pilots with a lusty 
appetite for combat were in big 
demand in October 1941, when 
Combs, then a major, command- 
ed the Ninety-third Bombard- 
ment Squadron on its flight to 
Clark Field, near Manila, a few 
weeks before the Japanese at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. 

Fighting air crewmen were 
still the basic need in 1945, when 
Col. Combs rode a superfortress 
in a show of force over Tokyo 
when the Japanese representa- 
t ves were surrendering aboard 
the battleship Missouri. 

But the chief shortage today 
is officers steeped in technical

know-how, with broad compre- 
hension of basic science and 
business administration — men 
capable of planning and execut- 
ing space thrusts and fantastic 
research projects, officers com- 
petent to supervise huge con- 
tracts and direct development of 
delicate guidance systems and 
new weapons. 

This is the kind of men who 
are being trained in the ram- 
bling two-story building which 
houses the Institute of Technol- 
ogy.

Other institute equipment in- 
cludes a machine which simu- 
lates an airplane in flight, de- 
vices that measure gravity, a 
small atomic accelerator which 
is used only at night because of 
the radioactivity it generates. 


Students have access to a big- | 
domed nuclear reactor built by | 


the Air Force to help develop an 


atomic plane, as well as huge | 


wind tunnels, and other multi- 
million-dollar fuel and flight re- 
search facilities at the Dayton 
base. 

Instructors are Air Force offi- 
cers and civilians. 
dents attend four hours of for- 
mal classes a day, and then put 
in eight hours daily on studies 
and personal research projects. 


Scholastically, the institute 
ranks among the best post- 
graduate schools. It is author- 
ized to confer the highest uni- 
versity degrees. 

Students receive their regu- 
lar military pay and allow- 
ances, They must agree to 
serve two more years in the 
Air Force for every year of 
schooling they receive. 


The institute has a board of | 


visitors which includes eight col- 
lege presidents; David Sarnoff, 
board chairman of the Radio 
Corporation of America, and 
Charles C. J. Carpenter, Episco- 
pal bishop of Alabama.

This year I’ve added a new shopping source to the 
list, new to me, that is, although it’s an annual opera- 
tion. This is the People’s Art Center Christmas Shop 
at the Center, 3657 Grandel square. You won't find 
anything for your muffin tin-fly swatter friends, but 
you may find the answer to some of your question 
marks, especially if they enjoy and appreciate arts 
and crafts. You will serve a good cause, too, since 
proceeds from the shop aid the Center and its classes 
for 200 adults and 225 children. 


The work of 40 artists is represented in the gift items, 
Mabel B. Curtis, executive director, told me. Some are by 
students, some by teachers, many by well-known artists 

Things for sale in the shop range in price from imagina- 
tive wrapping paper, designed by art center students, at 50 
cents a roll, to a rug which sold for $500. They range in va- 
riety from a pair of lacy: silver earrings to a huge pottery 
bull imported from Peru. Shopping has been going on for a 
week or two but there are still many paintings, ceramics, 
prints, woodcuts and sculptures, and the shop will be open 
until Christmas eve. 


Some of the eyecatchers include: a still life by 
Aimee Schweig, exquisite ashtrays by Estelle Milo- 
vich, a handsome wild cherry wood carving, called 
Pharaoh’s Daughter, by Rosemary Laughlin, a pair of 
pillows covered with fabric woven by Evelyn Ansele- 
vicus, an amusing vase, the border of which shows a 
group of Egyptians playing football, by a priest, Fa- 
ther Severin, of Pevely, Mo. 


There are purely decorative objects—the eggshell tree 
ornaments—and practical cheese trays and a group of copper 
enameled candy dishes that look as edible as candy. There 
are metal sculpture and sandstone figures, flower pots, hand- 
made quilts, and neckties with enamel tie clasps which match 
the design in the tie. There is much handmade jewelry. 

There are a few pre-Columbian pieces, not at the museum 
prices you might expect, thanks to the donor. There are 
quite a few imports, such as the art objects from Peru, dolls 
and toy guitars and pottery birds from Mexico. (We cosmo- 
politan world travelers who have spent two weeks in Mexico 
know they’re called ‘palomas.’) Best seller of the shop has 
been the UNICEF cards, reordered several times. There is 
also a selection of cards designed by students.

Why Ulysses Wouldn’t

I'VE ALWAYS HAD my doubts 
about that story of Ulysses — 
Penelope, and the more I see 
men and women, the more aos. 
tical I become. 

As we learned # at school, 
Ulysses, King of Ithaca in 
Greece, left his queen, Penelope, 
and sailed away to fight the 
Trojan War, which lasted for 10 
years. It took him another 10 
years to make it back home. 

He had plenty of adventures on 
the way, some of them far from 
unpleasant, but all of them the 
fault of some god or goddess. At 
least that was his excuse. He 
knew all the variants on the one 
about sitting up with a sick 
friend. 

There was the one-eyed giant 
he outsmarted. There was 
Circe, the enchantress, who 
turned his sailors into hogs. He 
spent a considerable time in 
the sea cavern of Calypso. Aft- 
er a shipwreck, he was washed 
up on an island where he met 
the lovely and innocent Nausi- 
caa. Some critics think that 
she wrote the story; they 
claim that no man would have 
written it that way. 


When finally Ulysses reached 
Ithaca, his first question to 
Penelope was why in thunder 
hadn't she finished weaving that 
shroud for his father. She'd cer 
tainly had time enough. Why, he 
knew some women, Circe, for 
instance, who could weave a 
spell in just a few minutes 

Penelope told him that she 
had 120 suitors, all begging her 
to marry them. (You and your 
Circe!) She had promised to 
marry as soon as she finished 
weaving the shroud, but each 
night she had unraveled what 
she had woven that day, so that 
the work could never be fin- 
ished. (That is why the British 
used to call a sleeveless sweater 
@ penelope). 

So Ulysses and Penelope had 
a very pleasant time exchang- 
ing yarns, enough yarns to 

make a whole new shroud. 

The real facts are these: 
Penelope was a poor house- 
keeper. That was why Ulysses 
stayed away. Any smart man 
can find his way home—that 
is, if home is a pleasant place 
to be.

The mistakes she 
made during the day had to 
be ripped out at night.

mot change. It is a horny type of tissue devoid of nerves— | 


which is why cutting doesn’t hurt. 


However, an accumulation of skin under the nail 
can harden in time and produce the equivalent of a 
thickened nail. Therefore cleaning the toenails just as 
you clean under the fingernails can be important. 

The things you can do yourself are few but well 
worth the effort. Be sure that shoes and socks are not 
too tight — and don’t mislead yourself by saying, 
“These AREN’T too tighi; I’ve been wearing this size 
for years.” Remember, SOMETHING is making the 
mails thicker, and it has taken years to do it. So try 
a half-size larger with shoes and socks. Keep the nails 
suitably short. Long nails will usually be under more 
pressure. 


In addition, toenails should be cut straight across, or 
nearly so, and not with a curve as in the case of fingernails 
The purpose is to prevent ingrown nails. This doesn’t have

anything to do with thickening, but only with foot health and | 
comfort. Careful use of nail file and clippers for a few minutes | 


pays dividends. 


As for imfections, there’s little you can do yourself that | 


will help much. Once a fungus gets started, the warm, moist | 


darkness inside the shoe encourages it. 
Changing shoes and socks at least daily, for the sake of 


dryness, and regular use of foot powder for the same purpose, 
is advisable. 


Getting rid of the fungus requires medical aid. 

An antibiotic (griseofulvin) that is effective against _ 
many funguses, especially of the ringworm type, has 
at least given us a medicine that can be given by 
mouth and provide real results. But whatever treat- 
ment is used, remember this: It takes many weeks 
to grow a toenail; nothing except actually cutting away 
part of the nail is going to make it thinner at once. 
You must first achieve a healthy condition; then you 
must wait for a new nail to grow, of normal thickness.
